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COMMUNITY PROFILE 
CENTRAL PLANNING NEIGHBOURHOOD 


INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of this profile is to provide a general socio- 
economic description of the geographical area defined by the Central 
planning neighbourhood located in Hamilton West. The borders of this 
area are: the C.N.R. railway tracks to the north; Main Street West 
to the south; James Street South to the east; and Queen Street South 


to the west (refer to neighbourhood location map - Figure l). 


The report contains information and data concerning a variety 


of neighbourhood characteristics including: 


a) trends in population and population composition; 
b) physical land-use characteristics; 

c) an overview of the housing situation; 

qd) the composition of families; 

e) significant socio-economic indicators; 

f) a listing of local community services; and 


g) the utilization of human services. 


Where possible, statistical information for the Central 
neighbourhood has been compared to data available for the City of 


Hamilton (averages). 


At the conclusion of the profile, a brief summary of high- 


lights of the socio-economic data of the neighbourhood 1s presented.

20° DEFINITIONS 


The following has been drawn from information supplied by 
Statistics Canada regarding the proper 'definitions' for certain 


data contained in this report: 


Age: 
Refers to age at last birthday (as of the Census reference 
date, 3 June 1981). 


Mother Tongue: 


The first language learned in childhood and still under- 


stood by an individual. 

Religion: 

Refers to specific religious groups or bodies, denomina- 
tions, sects, cults or religious communities. 

Labour Force Activity: 


The labour market activity of the population 15 years of age 
and over, excluding inmates, who in the week prior to enumer- 
ation (3 June 1981) were employed, unemployed or not in the 
labour force. 


Employ ed: 
Includes those persons who, during the week prior to enumer- 


ation: 


a) did any work at all; or 


b) were absent from their jobs or businesses 
because of own temporary illness or disability, 
vacation, labour dispute at their place of work, 
or absent for other reasons. 


Unemployment Rate: 


Refers to the percentage the unemployed force forms of the 


total labour force (in the reference week) in an area, group 


or category. The unemployed includes those persons who, during 
the week prior to enumeration: 
a) were without work, had actively looked for work in 
the past four weeks and were available for work; or 


b) had been on lay-off for 26 weeks or less and expected 
tO Feturn to their jobs or 


c) had definite arrangements to start a new job in four 
weeks or less. 


Participation Rate: 


Refers to the percentage the total labour force (in the refer- 
ence week) forms of the total population 15 years of age and 


over, excluding inmates, in an area, group or category. 
Less Than Grade 9 Education: 


Refers to the percentage of the population 15 years of age and 
over with less than amy secondary education (includes Kinder- 


garten to Grade 8 and those with no schooling). 
Occupied Private Dwelling: 


A private dwelling in which a person or group of persons 1s 


permanently residing. 


Private Household: 


A person or group of persons (other than foreign residents) who 


occupy a private dwelling and do not have a usual place of res- 
idence elsewhere in Canada. The number of private households 


equals the number of occupied private dwellings. 
Gross Rent: 


The total average monthly payments paid by tenant household to 
secure shelter. Gross rent includes payments for electricity. 
oil, gas, coal, wood or other fuels, water and other municipal 


services and monthly cash rent. 


Value of Dwelling: 


The amount expected by the owner if the dwelling were to be 
sold. 


Census Family: 


Consists of a husband and wife (with or without children who 
have never married, regardless of age) or a lone-parent, re- 
gardless of marital status, with one or more children (who 
have never married, regardless of age) living in the same 


dwelling. 
Husband-Wife Family: 


Consists of a husband and wife (with or without children) or 


persons who live in common-law (with or without children). 
Lone-Parent Family: 


Consists of a parent, regardless of marital status (with no 
spouse present) with one or more children living in the same 


dwelling. 
Total Income: 


The sum of amounts received during 1980 by an income recipient 


(15 years of age and over) from all sources. 
Average Income: 


The average family/household income refers to the weighted 
mean total income of families/households in 1980. (Family/ 
household total income refers to the sum of the total incomes 
of the members of the family or household, 15 years of age and 


over). 
Average Employment Income: 


The weighted mean total employment income per unit of a par- 
ticular group. (Employment income refers to the total income 
received by persons 15 years of age and over during 1980 as 
wages and salaries, net income from non-farm self-employment 


and/or net farm income). 


Average Census Family Income: 

Refer to definition of 'Average Income’. 
Average Private Household Income: 

Refer to definition of ‘Average Income". 
Economic Family: 


A group of two or more persons who live in the same dwelling 
and are related to each other by blood, marriage or adoption. 
Persons living common-law are considered, for Census purposes, 


aS now married. 
Incidence of Low Income: 
panes eat oases ees Pe eS 


The incidence of low income is the percentage of family units 
below the low income cut-off points. On the basis of the 
total income of a family unit adjusted for federal Child Tax 
Credit, size of family limit and size of the area of residence, 
the position of each unattached individual and economic family 
is determined in relation to low income cut-offs based on the 
1978 Family Expenditure Survey and updated by changes in the 


Consumer Price Index. 
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POPULATION 


Past Trends 


During the past three decades (1951-1981), the population 
of the Central area has decreased by 2,461 people (or 4.3 per- 
cent). The neighbourhood lost 2,119 people between 1956-1961 
and 1971-1976, or 86% of the total decrease. The population 


did increase between 1961 and 1966 by 4.2 percent.

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Current Trends 


In the past number of years, the population in the neigh- 
bourhood has experienced a fairly small decrease as Table 2 


illustrates. 


Between 1977 and 1985, the neighbourhood population de- 
clined by 309 persons (or 7.8 percent). Notably, it is 
estimated that the neighbourhood will contain 5,000 people by 


the year 2001 - a significant increase over the 1985 popula-

3.3 Population Composition 
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Age and Sex Composition 


The Central population can be broken down by age and 


sex into five year groups as Table 3 presents. 


The statistics in Table 3 are pictorally represented 


as a population pyramid in Figure 2. 


The ratio of males and females is almost equal as in- 
dicated in Table 3 and Figure 2. Males compose 50.4 
percent of the Central population compared to 49.6 
percent for the female population. There are only 26 
more males than females in the neighbourhood. 
(Comparative figures for the City of Hamilton are 51.8 


percent for females and 48.2 percent for males.) 


Although the ratio of males and females is almost the 
same, there is a larger proportion of males in the 


very young, teen and middle age categories.

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3.3.2 Structural Composition 


The neighbourhood's proportion of young people, 
working people and senior citizens 1s compared 


to, Similiar “figures tor the Cit in Table 4: 


As shown, the proportion of seniors for both 
Central and the City are almost the same. The 
percentage of youth in the neighbourhood (11.1 
percent) is lower than the City average, while 
the percentage of those of ‘working age' (76.7 
percent) is higher than the City average.

The ethnic mix of the Central neighbourhood is 


presented in Table 7. 


Only 38.3 percent of the Central population re- 
ported their origins as British compared to 52 
percent. forthe. City. Compared to.the City 
average, Central is characterized by a high 
ethnic proportion of people of Italian and 
Portuguese descent. Portuguese people form 10.4 
percent of the Central population compared to 
iso percent of -the- City "s population. Central 
contains a higher proportion of Italians - 28.0 


percent as opposed to 10.7 percent.

The percentage of people who rent their housing in Central 
1s extremely high as Table 10 indicates. The proportion of 
renters is 71.4 percent compared to the City average of 43.6 
percent. Consequently, the proportion of people who own their 
housing (28.6 percent) is about 28 percent lower than the City 


average. 


This situation, of a high proportion of renters and a low 
proportion of owners, is not difficult to understand in view 
of the fact that almost 60 percent of the occupied dwellings 
are apartments in the neighbourhood. Of the total occupied 
dwellings, 20.8 percent are single-attached units and 15.6 


percent are single-detached units. 


The average value of dwellings in Central ($39,656) is 
$14,876 (or 27 percent) lower than the City average. Both 
average monthly rents and owners' monthly payments in the 
neighbourhood are lower than for the City, with owners' 


monthly payments ($210) over $100 lower than the City average. 


Subsidized Housing 


The 84 units in Central represent 1.0 percent of the total 
assisted City stock. As Table 11 indicates, almost 90 percent 
of the assisted units are senior units under the Private Non- 
Profit Housing program and the rent supplement program. The 
neighbourhood contains only 10 units for families and no units

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6. FAMILIES 


Information about the composition of families in the neigh- 
bourhood is presented in Table 12. Compared to the City, the neigh- 
bourhood contains a somewhat higher proportion of lone-parent 
families and a lower proportion of husband-wife families. The average 
number of persons and children per family for both Central and the 
City is about the same.

7.1 Labour Force 


As indicated by Table 13, the participation rate for males 
in the neighbourhood was lower than the City average while the 


participation rate for females was slightly higher than the City 


average. The unemployment rates for both males and females in 
the Central neighbourhood are higher than the City averages. 

While the unemployment rate for young males is slightly higher, 
the unemployment rate for young females is somewhat lower than 


that for the City.

7.2 Income 
7.2.1 Average and Low-Income Distribution 


As the data in Table 14 illustrates, the average 
incomes of the residents of Central are lower 
than the City averages in all cases. The average 
total incomes and employment incomes of male 
residents in the neighbourhood are more than 20 
percent lower than the City average. Similarly, 
the average Census family income of $19,757 is 


22 percent lower than the City average. 


The percentage of Central families and individuals 
who are considered 'poor' (low-income) is higher 


than the City average.

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Private Household Incomes 


The average private household income in the Central neigh- 
bourhood ($16,325) is almost 27 percent lower than the City 
average as Table 15 indicates. (Private household income 
is the total of all incomes of people 15 years of age or 


over in a Single dwelling or unit.) 


The table shows that over two-thirds of the private house- 
holds in the neighbourhood have incomes of less than $20,000 
compared to only half of the City households. Conversely, 
about 32 percent of central private households have incomes 


of more than $20,000 compared to over 50 percent for City 


residents:

7.3 Education 


Vs 
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Educational Levels 


Table 16 provides a comparison of the educational 
levels for the population 15 years of age and over 


of Central and the City. 


Fewer people 15 years of age and over are attending 
school full-time in Central compared to the City 
average. As well, the percentage of the out-of- 
school population with less than Grade 9 education 
(40.3 percent) is substantially higher than average. 
The number of people in Central who have university 
degrees is slightly higher (2.5 percent) than the 


City average.

School Enrolment 


The Central neighbourhood contains three schools 
within its boundaries - Sir John A. MacDonald 
Secondary School, Hess Street Public School and 
St. Mary's Elementary Separate School. Table 17 
shows the enrolment figures for the schools since

As the table indicates, the enrolment for Sir John 
A. MacDonald Secondary School has declined over 

the years. Between 1972 and 1985, the school's 
population decreased by 13.5 percent. The largest 
decreases occurred between 1974-75 and 1984-85. At 
Hess Street Public School, the population between 
1972 and 1985 increased by 25.5 percent with the 
biggest increase (almost 30 percent) occurring 
between 1973-74. After a gradual decrease in the 
school enrolment between the years 1975 to 1981, 

the population began to show a steady increase 

with each passing year. The enrolment at St. Mary's 
Elementary Separate School has declined between 1972 
and 1982 by 30.5 percent. The only significant in- 
crease (about 11 percent) occurred between 1974-75.

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7.4 Mobility Status 


Table 18 illustrates the ‘mobility’ of the Central 


neighbourhood. 


The 'Population 5 Years and Over' figures in the 
table represent the population which has resided in the 
area for the past five years or more. This population 
has been further sub-divided into 'non-movers' (persons 
who on Census Day, June 3, 1981 were living in the same 
dwelling they occupied for five years earlier) and 
'‘movers' (persons who, on Census Day, were living in a 
different dwelling than the one occupied five years 


earlier). 


As the table indicates, a somewhat larger proportion 
of Central residents are 'movers' (51.9 percent) than the 
City average (43.5 percent) and a smaller proportion are 


non-movers.

Table 19 outlines ky sex tne occupations held by Central 
residents. A large proportion of males (46.5 percent) are 
employed in machining/product, processing and construction 
trades. Service, clerical and related occupations are the 
next largest areas in which males are employed. Almost half 
of the female Central residents (45.8 percent) have clerical 
and related occupations and service occupations. Machining/ 
product occupations employ the next highest number of federal 


females. 


Industry Divisions 


Table 20 classifies the occupations of Central residents 
according to their industrial division. A large portion of 
Central residents (34 percent) are employed in the manufacturing 
industry. This is comparable to the City average of 35.4 per- 
cent. The community, business and personal service industries 
employ the next largest number of Central residents (31.2 per- 
cent). This percentage is slightly higher than the City average. 
A smaller proportion of residents are employed by the trade 
industry as compared to the City average, while a slightly higher 
number of residents are employed by the transportations/communi- 


cations/other utilities industries.

General Services 


Table 21 indicates the caseloads and utilization rates 


of selected social services in the City compared to Central. 


Central residents appear to utilize the social services 
listed above to a greater extent than City averages. Only 
three services (Big Brother Association, Family Centre and 
Extend-A-Family ) show lower utilization rates than City 


averages. 


Government Assistance 


The number of people per 1,000 population receiving 
General Welfare Assistance is almost three times higher 
than the City average as Table 12 illustrates. Central 
neighbourhood is one of the highest users of General 
Welfare Assistance. As well, the number of people re- 
ceiving Family Benefits Allowance is almost twice as high 


as the City average.
